C. DEALING WITH THE ISSUE AS A NATIONAL ISSUE SO THAT 
THE PALESTINE PEOPLE MAY HAVE A POLITICAL ENTITY AS A 
PARTY IN SOLVING THE ISSUE. 

OTHERWISE IT WOULD BE INCONCEIVABLE, IF NOT IMPOSSIBLE,

2. FOREIGN MINISTER CONCLUDED THAT, "THE PALESTINIAN
